GREAT CROWDS PRESENT. 

Newsure, N. Y., Oct. 18.—Great crowds 
of people arrived by boats and trains last 
night. Many could not find lodgipgs, so 
crowded are the hotels. A torchlight pro- 
cession, firemen’s displays, fireworks, and 
much enthusiasm were the preparations last 
night for today. The bay was illuminated 
by electric lights along the river front, and a 
large number of vessels, including yachts, 
steamboats, and United States war-ships, 
riding at anchor, made a picturesque scene, 
Mayor Ward held a reception in honor of the 
distinguished guests. 

At sunrise today five navy-vessels Sa- 
by cannon planted at Washington’s headquar- 
ters and elsewhere on both sides of the 
river, and by ringing all the church-bells. 
The lawn at Washington’s headquarters was

THE ARMY AT 1 
FROM AUG, 18, 1773, ro or. 18, 1883. 
The history of the army from the time 
Washington returned to it here till he left it 
the 18th of August, 1783, is written in the Gen- 
eral's orders issued from the Hasbrouck 
house, Writers have represented the condi- 
tion of the American soldiers during that 
last encampment at Newburg as uncomfort- 
able toa degree of wretchedness, but the or- 
ders of the General do not bear out such a 
representation. He was never severe or im- 
patient with his men, however much un- 
easy ones among them may have annoyed 
him. The prevailing tone of his orders is 
that of compliment and congratulation. The 
astute volunteer of his age receiving such 
commendation as Washington bestowed on 
his men would repay the kindness by whis- 
pering to his file neighbor that the General 
was giving them a_ special brand of 
confectionery known as “taffy.” ‘“ Upon 
a late visit to the hospitals, the Gen- 
eral Was to find them in 
such good ordér,” he writes May 18, 1782. 
June 5, two months after rejoining the army, 
he says: By the last inspection return the 
Commander-in-Chief with pleasure observes the 
army is in a much better state than it was the 
receding mouth.“ June 10 he says: He does 
not think he ever saw men in service make a 
more respectable and soldler-like figure than 
did the Lig$t Comany of the Eichth Regiment

BANK CIRCULATION, 
THE CONTRACTION CAUSED BY CALLING IN 
| BONDS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 18.—! Special. |— 
The Controller of the cufrency com- 
pleted his calculation of the effect upon the 
National-bank circulation of the recent call 
of $15,000,000 of 3 fer cents. The result 
shows that wore banks and a greateramount 
of National-bank notes are affected than was 
supposed. The second call touches the cir- 
culation of 144 banks and affects $8,352,000 of 
circulation. The two calls together of 
$40,000,000 cause a contraction of $12,500,000 
of National-bank circulation, unless the 274 
banks included in the two calls shall deter- 
mine to purchase 4 or 4}; per cents as a sub- 
stitute for the called 3s. Mr. Knox had 
thought that the second call would not af- 
fect as many banks as the first call did. But 
the figures.show that he was mistaken. This 
amount of National-bank rote circulation 
will have to be retired by the calls which ma- 
ture Dec. land 15 next, unless banks 
shall substitute the 4s for the called 3s. 
The effect upon the bank circulation 
of these two calls is certainly much 
greater than was expected, and at this rate 
the contraction of the currency in connec- 
tion with the retirement of the 3 per cents 
will be more than an average of $60,000,000 
for the next three years. 

This result can hardly fail to encourage 
the movement to secure a further reduction 
of internal-revenue taxation. Secretary Fol- 
ger seems to have definitly committed him- 
self to the poliey of purchasing the 3 per 
cents with the surplus, and the result of 
whieh, as already seen, will be by 
Dec. 15 to contract the National- 
bank currency more than $12,000,000, for 
the Treasury officials here scarcely expect 
that many of the old banks will care to 
continue their circulation if they shall now 
be compelled to purchase 48 at the present 
high prices. It is barely possible Secre- 
tary Folger, when he sees the effect of the 
policy which he has adepted, may be in- 
dueed to reconsider it.

GuAYMAS, Mex. Oct. 18.—Advicés fro 
Altata report that the population of that town 
is being decimated by yellow-fever, the deaths 
averaging twenty a day for two weeks. 

The 3dof October Altata was struck by a 
hurricane, killing several people and destroy- 
ing the greater pert of the town. The 
inhabitants sought refuge in the mount- 
ains. Several miles of the Cinaloa & Duran- 
go Railroad track were torn up. The bridge 
at Guriarcitos wasblown down. The depot 
and machine sheds were the only buildings 
left standing. The private loss is estimated 
at $50,000, and what with fever and the hurri- 
cane the misery and devastation is something 
terrible.

OPINIONS OF PROMINENT COLORED MEN ON 
THE RECENT SUPREME COURT DECISION. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 18.—[Special.}]—

The opinions of these men may be gathered 
from the following brief talks: 

Fred Douglass says: It is disheartening. 
I regard it as a step backward. The moral

was promised. I regard the decision, as far 
as I understand it, as a part of the gen- 
eral reaction naturally following the in- 
creased friendship between the North 
and the South which comes of the 
dying out of the old controversy 
on the subject of slavery. ‘The decision is in 
thie direction interes: of the old Calhoun 
doctrine of State rights as against Federal 
autnority. I do not, however, despair of the 
ultimate return of the liberal spirit toward the 
colored people which prevailed immediately 
after the War. I think the decision has re- 
sulted largely from confounding social with 
civil rights. The decision seems to me a 
concession to a prejudice which belongs to 
an extinct institution and places the Amer- 
ican people and Government far in the rear 
of the civilizations of Europe, fpr nowhere in 
Europe, and nowhere outside of the United 
States, canany man be excluded from a 
hotel or steamboat cabin or any place of 
amusement or instruction simply on account 
of his race or color.”’ 

John M. Langston, United States Mimister 
to Hayti, said: “1 am painfully surprised, 
and cannot see the wisdom of court. 
This law, although giving colored people no 
rights they did not possess before its pas- 
sage, was the direct legislation necessary to 
carry into effect the fourteenth amendment, 
and was fully authorized by the fifth section 
of that article. These provisions made us 
citizens of the United ‘States, and prohibited 
the States from denying us the equal protec- 
tion of the laws.“ 

Prof. Richard T. Greener says that the 
principal reasons that the colored race can 
advance for opposing the decision are philan- 
thropid rather than legal ones. Yet he says 
the only weapons which the negro has 
left now are argument and agitation. 
Mr. Greener personally would prefer that 
his political rights should be taken away 
rather than his civil rights. In New York 
and the large citieg of the North and West 
there will, he thinks, be no difficulty. He 
has never been subjected to any indignities 
in New Lord Boston, Chicago, or other 
Northern cities on account of his color, al- 
though he has frequently stopped at the best 
hotels. It is in the little villages and towns 
ot the South that he expects the meaner ele- 
ment of humanity will show itself.

ZORA BURNS. 
, THE LINCOLN MURDER. 

Lrixcoun, III., Oct. 18.—[Special.)—F. M. 
Dukes, Zora’s betrothed Hoosier, failed to 
putin an appearance during the night, and 
Zora’s father, while still protesting that he 
wasn’t a bit oneasy about Dukes, was 
evidently somewhat surprised. If he doesn’t 
come,” said he to THe TRIBUNE correspond- 
ent, who partially succeeded in getting him 
to unloose bis tongue, “I shall know the 
reason why. Dukes ain’t no further from 
me than 1 am from him, and if he doesn’t 
come, some day I'll be walking in on him 
when he ain’t looking.

A MYSTERIOUS LETTER. 

The satchel and the gossamer have not yet 
been found, and probably one of the most 
important links in the case is thus missing. 
The letter Zora put in her gossamer pocket 
is supposed to have come from somebody in 
Lincoln with whom she had an appointment 
Saturday. The advocates of the ** prominent- 
clew ” of course intimated dhat it 
was from Carpenter, and the fact that she 
visited him alone Satüdrqay afternoon, and 
called upon nobody else, only confirms ‘this 
view. What bas become of the satchel and the 
gossamer is as much of a mystery as what 
has become of the murderer’s instruments 
of death and the identity of the murderer. 
The supposition that he threw satchel, gos- 
samer, knife, and all into an old well in the 
corn-ield near the lane, has been rather as- 
siduously cultivated in some quarters, but 
is pretty effectually disposed of by the state- 
ment ot Coroner Boyden, who went there 
very shortly after the discovery of the mur- 
dor, found the boards around the old well 
tightly nailed down, and utterly failed to 


discover any tracks leading uptoit. Theonly. 


tracks, he said, were some way off near a 
hedge, and these were probably those of a 
farm hand made in going to and from work 
in the field. They were evidentiy produced 
by coarse, hob-nailed shoes, and, what was 
more, were by no means fresh. Nowhere 
in the vicinity—not even in the lane itself— 
did he discover a track that could possibly 
have been made by Zora’s shoes, much less 
the larger tracxs of her supposed murderer. 
‘The latter literally left no track except the 
bloody result of his fiendish work. 
SEARCHING FOR A CLEW. 

An attempt was made during the afternoon 
to see if the hedge en-the eastern side of the 
lane and the corn-field adjacent to it would 
not give up some of the secrets they were 
popularly supposed to eontain—the knife, 
the gossamer, and the satchel. Twenty or 
thirty men, together with the officials, vis- 
ited the place. They raked away the dead 
brush Which skirted the hedge, peeted 
into the hedge, and raked over ~ the 
grass, but without finding the faint- 
est trace of anything. The search 
through the corn-field was similarly futile. 
When Zora’s murdered body was founda 
few cockle-burs were discovered sticking in 
her hair, A search through tne corn-field 
failed to show any of this species of stick- 
ert there, though some were subsequently 


found in Lorenze’s field adjoining. No spe- 
cial attention s ems to have been paid to 


this, however, probably for the reason that | °’¢!ock. 


cock le-burs are not a rare product here- 
abouts, and any quantity of them can be 
seen along the roadsides. 

Coddington, oue of the witnesses, has tes- 
tihed that he saw a girl, believed to be Zora, 
waiking along a road about half a mile west 
of the spot about 5 o’clock Sunday evening. 
From the direction she then took it was not 
impossible that she had wandered into an- 
other lane leading to an abandoned 
rickety shanty which stands back some dis- 
tance from the main road. The Coroner and 
Tue TRIBUNE correspondent explored the 
lane and the house, which local superstition 
credits with being haunted, but without dis- 
covering any tracks in the one or any indica- 
tions im the other which would go to show 
that they were recently visited by Zora. 

CONTINUATION OF THK INQUEST. 
The inquest today occupied a couple of 
hours, and utterly failed to produce any- 
thing of a startling character. The proceed- 
ings, us yesterday, were strictly private, 
though the officials were afterwards less 
tacituin concerning them, probably for the 
renten that the testimony was of such an in- 
consequential nature. 

Abraham Vanoy and ida Altick, the first 
two witnesses, were out riding Sunday aft- 
ernoon northwest of the city, and passed 
somewhere near the lane about 6:30 on 
their return home. Between the lane 
and culvert, a § few rods _near- 
er town, they passed a young woman. 
After passing they turned around to look at 
her again, and found that she was also look- 
ing back. They were unable to give much 
of a description of her, but thought she had 
no satchel, but wore a cloak and something 
which resembied that article of feminine 
headgear known as a nubia. Whether it 
was Zora Burns or not they could not say, 
though, judging from even their meagte de- 
scription, it probably was. 

Ed Coddington, the witness who thinks he 
saw Zora in the road about 5 o’clock Sun day 
afternoon, gave his testimony, and was fol- 
lowed by one James, a sort of boss hackman 
at the Peoria, Decatur & Evansville Depot, 
Who testified that he put Zora into a carriage 
on her arrival from Decatur Saturday morn- 
ing. On reaching the hotel,. Zora went to 
her roomand sentdown a quarter for the 
hack to the hotel clerk, who gave it to the 
driver. The inquest adjourned until tomor- 
row eveaing.

SAN FRANcI Cal., Oct, 18.— Railroad 
managers here say the threatened refusal of 
the Northern Pacific to continue the special 
contract system ‘will have no effect on the 
roads west of the Missouri River.

‘FROSTED WHEAT. 


The Injury in Northern Minnesota, 
Dakota, and Manitova Not So 
 @feat as Heretofore 


Sr. Paut, Minn., Oct. 18.—[Special.]—In 
regard to the damage done to the wheat crop 
by frost in Northern Minnesota and Dakota, 
Kinzey Maxfeld, Wheat Inspector for the 


Chamber of Commerce, says: Many lots re- 
ceived from the country were nearly ruined, 
while others were but slightly injured, and 


some not to exceed 10 per cent. The effect 
produced by the frost is about the same as 
that occurring from what is known as sprout- 


ing. This causes a jowering of the grade, 


but not a total loss, Experiments are being 
made to determine the exact nature of the 


damage. 
R. M. Hubbard, General Manager of the 


Millers’ Assoclation, says: The extent of 
the damage is unknown. Little damage has 


been done south of the Northern Pacific 
Road, but north of thatroad, and especially 


up towards Winnipeg, the damage is exten- 
sive. ‘The situation is new to the millers’ and 
they have got to wait for experiments before 


they can determiue what price to pay for the 


frozen wheat. They will use it in the best 
grade possible, but some of it will be suit- 


able for feed only. 

J. A. Christian, President of the Millers’ 
Association, is of the opinion that the dam- 
age is not so great as reported. From experi- 
ments making im his mill he would be able in 
afew days to determine how much of the 
frozen wheat could be used in the manufAact- 


ure of flour. The chemical pfoperties hav- 


ing been changed, it was difficult to deter- 
mine just how to treat the grain. 


C. A. Pillsbury estimates the amount of |

_ BLAINE AND CONKLING. 


‘Efforts of Their Friends to Brinz 


About a as the 
Next Republican Nominee tor Presi-«- 
dent, and Conkling as Lapham’s Suac- 
cessor in the Serate. 
Wasniyeton, D. C., Oct, 1 —[Philadel- 
phia Press. -A gentleman in this city, well 


known in Pennsylvania, is authority for the 


statement that ex-Senators Blaine and Conk- 
ling are about to assume a new attitude to- 
ward each other. He says that since their 
retirement into private life friends of each 
have been quietly at work endeavoring to 
effect a reconciliation between them, believ- 
ing that under their combined and harmo- 
nious leadership the party would receive 
such inspiration that its success in 1884 
would be placed beyond the pale of doubt. 


The gentleman explained the terms by 


which this was to be ‘effected. Blaine’s 
failure to be nominatéd in 1876 and 1880, he 


said, was felt to be a great popular disap- 


pointment: and, notwithstanding his deciara- 
tion that he was not how a candidate, there 
was a strong undercurrent of feeling through- 
out the country that heshould be made Pres- 
ident, and that it called upon to be the 
standard-bearer of his party he would ac- 
cept, and would lead one 6f the most enthu- 
siastic campaigns the country has ever seen. 

Mr. Conklitng, he said, had largely contrib- 


‘uted to Blaine's previous failures, and when 


the former resigned his seat in the Senate 


the latter’sfriegds had, in turn,.defeated his 
these 


reélection. Since two powerful lead- 
ers had retired from polities the party had 
missed their able counsels and lost much of 


its rallying powers, as witness the Republic- 


an indifference and disasters in 1882 and thus 
far in 1883. There was now a growing de- 
mand that Conkling and Blaine reénter pub- 
lic life, and that they should do so under con- 
ditions that would insure the party their 
united instead of their divided counsel. 

The plan, the gentleman continued, was 
for Blaine to become President, and Conk- 
ling to be restored to his old place in the 
Senate. The friends of both had been can- 
vagsing the matter for some time; and the 
willingness expressed on both sides to have 
the plan carried out was, he said, gratifying 
beyond expectation. The result of the Ohio 
election had greatly stimulated the move- 
ment. Blaine was very popular in Ohio, and, 
with him as a Presidential candidate in 1884, 
the Republicans would sweep that State at 
the October election next year; and, with 
Gov. Porter of Indiana, or Secretary Lin- 
coin, or some other strong man for second 
place, the ticket would carry the country 
with d rush.

Searching for the Victims of the Re- 
cent Earthquake-—The Land- 
| Leaguers Indignant. 


Loxpox, Oct. 18-—[Special Cable.|—The 
inhabitants of Anatolia apprehend another 
earthquake before the prasent disturbance is 
atanend. Several faint shocks were [felt last 
night, and today the mountains and 
foothills are obscured by a dense 
fog. Excavators in the ruined villages are 
apparentiy dazed by the disaster, and 
do not exert themselves in what should be a 
humane mission. Nearly 200 bodies were 
taken from the ruing in three villages this 
forenoon. The victims were mainly crushed 
to death by falling walls, and only a 
few appear to have perished from 
suffocation. No estimate can as yet 
be formed of the damage occasioned by Tues- 
day’s greatshock. Dozens of villages are 
demolished, and the entire country in. the 
track of the disturbance is wrecked.

Six Streams of Water That Came Down 
the Millis from a Ciondless Sxy. 
Tucson (Ari.) Citizen: Sunday afternoon 

one of those curious phenomena of nature 

occurred about thirty miles southwest of 

Tucson, and from the description given by 

eye-witnesses it was the largest cloudburst 

ever known in this country. From Judge 

R. D. Ferguson the following account was 

gathered: Sunday he was returning from a 

trip to the southern part of the county. At 

10 o’clock he put up at Brown’s Station to 

await dinner and avoid the heat of the day. 

The sky all day was cloudless, except a 

thunderstorm that was observed traveling 

the summits of the Santa Catalinas and dis- 
appearing over the Rincons in the northeast.

kind was to be seen. The sun was shining 
in all his vigor, and as he passed to the west

journey toward @ucson. He had come about 
live miles, when his attention was attracted 
by aroaring and crackling toward the west, 
and, look up, he saw ariver of water as 
big as the Santa Cruz when it runs through 
Warner’s mill tail race and coming toward 
him. Telling bis driver to halt, they stopped 
ontop of a little knoll and watched the 
waters as they violently plowed the desert, 
tearing up stones and brush. They had evi- 
dently spent their force. After the flood had 

passed by the face of the country was disfig- 
| ured and a large gutter had been cut across 
the valley. ‘The current came down off a 
small range of low, rolling hills to the west. 
Although Judge and his compan- 
ion strained their eyes in the direc- 
uon from which the water came not 
a cloud wasto be seen. After the water had 
subsided sufficiently to let them pass they 
went on. They had hardly gone half a mile 
when, to their utter astonishment, there was 
another stream equally as large as the first 
one. Again they peered toward the west, as 
if in hopes to some indication of its 
source. Passing d their astonishment was 
doubled to nnd another stream, and in this 
manner five successive raging currents were 


crossed. 

But all their reserve was called forth when 
four miles from where they struck the first 
stream they discovered a sixth one as large 
as all the ethers combined. Its angry waters 
were waving and hissing as if maddened at 
the resistance they met on the way from the 
hills down to the desert. This river was un- 
fordable and tocrossit was impossible, so 
they halted onaknoll and watched it for 
two or three hours as it boiled, and sizzed, 
and cut a bed for itself, in some places as 
deep as fifteen feet and over 200 yards wide. 
It was not till after sundown that they dared 


to attempt a crossing.

OFFICIAL RETURNS FROM “THE RECENT

CoLumbvus, O., Oct. 18.—[Special.]—Official 
returns have been recetved by the Secretary. 
of State from seventy-eight counties, which 
shows a total vote of 571,120. The judicial 
amendment has received 288,700 votes and 
the prohibition amendment gets 278,544 votes. 
Ten counties, as follows, have not yet re- 
ported: Allen, Hamilton, Franklin, Mahon- 
ing, Morgan, Muskingum, Pickaway, Port- 
age, and Summit. As Hamilton Coupty 
gave a majority of nearly 3,500 for thé Ju- 
dicial amendment, it is now settied that 
the amendment is carried, and  oprob- 
ably by 40,000 majority. The prohibi- 
tion amendment was lost without the 
vote of Hamilton County. The majority 
against it willbe about 55,000. The total 
vote is now estimated at 700,000. The Green- 
back vote is 2,250, and the Prohibition vote, 
as returned from the sevefhty-eight counties 
and estimated on the o@er ten, is 7,526. The 
same estimate onthe ten counties not offi- 
cially reported makes Hoadly’s plurality 
over Foraker 12.507, and a majority over all 
of about 2,000.

A CONFEDERATE SECRET. 


Walker Taylor’s Project for the Ab- 
daction of President Lincoln. 

“Gath” has recently interviewed Col. Wili- 

iam Preston Johnston, son of Gen. Albert 

Sidney Johnston. Col. J. told the follow- 

ing : 

J was present at a breakfast at President 

Davis’ mansion when @ proposition was 


made to abduct Abraham Lincoln out of 


Washington City and bring him a prisoner 
to Richmofid. The proposer was Walker 


Taylor, a nephew of old President Zachary 


Taylor. At the beginning of the Warl went 
into the First Kentucky Regiment, com- 
manded by Tom Taylor, who is now the 
Chief of Police in Louisville. 1 never 
knew a Taylor who was not person- 
ally brave. Walker Taylor was 
one of the bravest of the brave. #° 
was a rather small man, quiet in his 
address, cool and desperate in his purposes, 
with the large mouth and the snaggle teeth 
which most of the Taylors have. He was 
black-haired, I think. At Fort Dongjson he 
was captured and taken to Louisville. He 
was badly wounded at the time. It was in 
the month of February, 1 think, while he 
was standing in the line of prisoners, a frien 
close at hand slipped an overcoat upon him, 
and he stepped out of the lines into the 
crowd and could not be found. Wounded 
as he was, he was concealed from house to 
house, and searched for, and after he got 
better he resoived to go to the South again. 
So he came east to Washington City and 
went South—probably by same route 
that Booth afterwards took, across the Lower 
Potomac. 

»The Kentuckians were not like the Mis- 
sourians in the War, and always protected 
each other, though on differentsides. Those 
Taylors had two brothers on one side and 
two on the other. Walker Taylor had mem- 
bers of his family in high Government posi- 
tions—some in the navy, some in the army, 
and some in the civil service. They were 
astonished to see him around there unpa- 
roled, going at large. Still, they did not 


give him up; but they entreated him either | 


to take the oath or leave. Among other 
places he went to was to the White House 
to call on Abraham Liucolo. He got some- 
body to introduce him. Mr. Lincoln tfeated 
him with courtesy, and, seeing that he 
lim said to him, 1 see that you have 
been wounded, my friend. Where did you 
tyour wound” At Fort Donelsun, Mr. 
resident,’ said Taylor. The President paid 
him a compliment, little supposing that at 
his wrist was one of the most deadly men in 
the world. 
“ When Taylor left Washington and came 
to Richmond he came to see me, knowing 
I was President Davis’ aide-de-camp, 
and he said: ‘Johnston, 1 can capture Abe 
Lincoln and bring him to Richmon 
and all want is the permission o 
President Davis to doit.

OPIUM IN BLOCKS OF WOOD, 

San Francisco Call: Over $1,300 worth of opium 
was seized on the steamer Oceanic yesterday, 
Custom-House Officer John H. Breeze wus in 
charge ot the vessel, and his attention several 
times was attracted to two biocks of wood iying 
in close proximity to the coal sbute. These 
pieces were each three feet long, one foot deep, 


and seven inches thick, and were nearly exact 


counterparts of chock-biocks, used to support 
the gangpiank, etc. They are very common about 
the vessel and wharf, and an ordinary observer 


would hardly take noticeof them. Breeze at. 


first did not seriousiy consider them objects of 
suspicion, but finally the head of a screw in 
one of the sticks caused an investigation, 
and enough was discovered to determine the or- 
ticer in further inspection. Being called away 
for a few minutes to attend to some duty, he re- 
turned to find that the two pieces had 12 spirit- 
ed away. They were found lying on the wharf, 
and without more ado were subjected to a pro- 
cess that disciosed the fact that they had within 
them 101 pounds of opium, one containing forty- 
five pounds of crude opium and the other fifty- 
six pounds of 1 — opium. Each of the 
pieces had been hollowed out, leaving a square 
compartment within, in which the stuff was 
stowed away. The work was ingeniously done, 
the various pieces being joined together so 
that no cracks were visible, even on a close in- 
spection, and the grain ot the wood and knots 
‘were joined almost to perfection. The lid slid 
in on grooves, and the nails and screws had been 
well hidden by being covered with putty. 
th pieces, after having been painted, were 
rolled around in the coal, so as to give them the 
appearance of having been used. The timber, 
in ming seasoned, shrunk so as to loosen 
the putty and expose the head of a screw, or in 
ail probability the smugglers would have been 
successful in getting their booty ashore.

Yesterday Afternoon at

Gen. James B. Steedman’s Demise at 

Record of an Eventful 

eC. 

ToLEpo, O., Oct. 18,—|Special.|—The 
death of Gen. J. B. Steedman, which took 
place at 3 o’clock this afternoon, after an ill- 
ness of two weeks from pneumonia, brings 
to a close a remarkable career—one full of 
Stirring incidents and adventures. Gen. 
Steedman was born in Northumberland 
County, Pa., July 29, 1817, and was at first ap- 
prenticed to learn the printing business, but 
soon emigrated to Northern Ohio, where, be- 
fore he was of age, he was engaged in man- 
aging for himself and others large contracts 
on the Wabash and Erie Canals and the 
Wabash Railway. His public services 
of the next few years were in 
the capacity of Representative to the 
General Assembly, member of the State 
Board of Public Works, and Publie Printer 
at Washington. His brilliant War record 
as Colonel of the Fourtéenth Ohio and after- 
ward Brigadier, and then Major-General of 
Volunteers, is well-known. His bold move- 
ment by which he abandoned the bridge 
across the Chickamauga River and hastened 
with his command to the relief of Gen. 
Thomas on the field of Chickamauga, has 
probably been more extensively written upon, 
praised, and criticised than any similar 
event of the War. 

At the close of the War Gen. Steedman was 
assigned to command in the State of 
Georgia, which position he held until 
September, 1866. It was during this period, 
President Johnson's time, that Gen. 


ing the intimate friend and confidential ad- 
viser of President Johnson. Andrew John- 
son had fled to Gen. Steedman’s camp for 
protection during the dark days for Union- 
ism in East Tennessee. From this circum- 
stance an enduring friendship sprang up be- 
tween them, and the General’s influence over 
the President was said to be remarkable. By 
him he Was tendered the Mexican Mission 
and afterwards two or three important ap- 

intments, ali of which he declined.

In 1872 the General reti 2d to Ohio and re- 
sumed editorial work on the Northern Ohio 
Democrat, of which hesubsequently became 
publisher.

Palmer V. Kellogg, senior member of the 
firm of Charles P. Kellogg & Co., wholesale 
clothing merchants, died yesterday morning 
at his residence, No. 1709 Prairie avenue, in 
the 72d year of his age.

At that time 
he suffered an attack of congestion of the 
lungs, from the effects of which he had 
never entirely recovered. He was advised 
by his medical attendants to seek a change 
of climate, and accordingly visited Europe.

THE JORDAN CANAL. 


A Project to Submerze the Valley of 
the Noted River of Palestine. 

A recent discussion regarding the proposed 
Jordan Canal in the Congress of the British 
Association at Southport, England, has at- 
tracted much attention. The project was 
opposed almost solely on sentimental 
grounds, but the applause which followed 
Capt. Galton’s remark that most people 
would hail with great satisfaction any 
scheme which would render us independent 
of M. de Lesseps, would indicate the priuci- 
pal feeling of the English public in the mat- 
ter. 

In the discussion referred to Mr. Trelawny 
Saunders said that the project for connecting 
the Mediterranean with the Red Sea by a 
navigable channel through the Jordan Val- 
ley had been revived at the present time un- 
der circumstances which rendered its exe- 
cution much mare probable and practicable 
than at any former period. The Jordan 
Valley from near the Huleh Lake to the 
Dead Sea formed a depression 
that gradually reached a depth 
of 2,600 feet below the surface of the 
Mediterranean and Red Seas. The length 
of this slope was about 110 miles. The 
actual level of the surface of the Dead Sea 
was 1,300 feet below of the two oceanic 
seas. The depression was surrounded by 
mountains and elevated plains, but an open- 
ing occurred in the highlands towards the 
Mediterranean and another towards the Red 
Sea, both of which presented facilities 
for rendering the great hollow a vast and ca- 
pacious water communication for the im- 
mense and increasing maritime traffic be- 
tween the East and West, 
to civilization and commerce the fertile 
regions ou either side that were once the 
seats of great wealth and prosperity, and 
stal displayed the ruins of their former 
grandeur. 

The total length of the channel from seato 
sea would be within 240 miles. The City of 
Jerusalem would be brought within ten 
miles of the water at an elevacon of 2,500 
feet above it. Nablus would be about the 
same distance from the sea, but only about 
1,600 feet above it.

Valley contains only eight or ten groups of 
squalid hovels, with about as many hundreds 
of inhabitants. It was very unhealthy, and 
for the most part uncultivated. 

The opening of the Jordan channel was 
much more of.a political than a physical 
question, and if the subject was pursued the 
political aspects of the case must come to the 
front. 

The Rev. Canon Tristram, who followed 
the last speaker,. said there was no doubt 
that the Jordan Valley, which Mr. Saunders 
would turn into the Jordan e, was 
unique ou the earth’s surface. He supposed 
that any appeal to the engineering mind on 
the subject of historical or sentimental con- 
siderations would be utterly powerless, still 
he did not think they ought to be entirely 
ignored in the geographical section, be- 
cause uo scheme which was ever pro- 


posed by man—no diggers of a little 


ditch, who fancied they could remove mount- 
ains—would work so great a geographical 
revolution, interesting alike to geographers, 
geologists, and naturalists. He would re- 
mind the audience tkat the proposed laké 
would bury forever at a depth of 500 to 1,300 
feet the historic scenes of the greatest 
events in the world’s history, sights precious 
to millions upon millions of Christians. 
|Applause.| It would sink into the depths 
of an ocean an area of 2,800 square miles, 
some of it the richest soil in the world. 

Mr. Saunders, in his reply, said he was 
sorry to hear the Rev. Canon Tristram 
speaking slightingly of prophecy in reter- 
ence to this question. [Laughter and ap- 
plause.] if they were to listen to his advo- 
cacy, there must be no change in the Valley 
of Jordan, but the Bible told them that 
there were to be such changes. Oh!“ 
He quoted for their satisfaction from the 
books of Ezekiel and Zachariah.

NEWBURG CENTENARY. 

The celebration yesterday of the one hun- 
dredth anniversary of the battle of New- 
burg brings the Revolutionary period to a 
close. More than a year after the surrender 
at Yorktown, when the protracted peace 
negotiations were still without result, Wash- 
ington and his little army were encamped at 
Newburg, eighty-tour miles south of Albany 
and sixty-one miles north of New York, on 
the west side of the Hudson River. New 
York had not been evacuated. The war was 
practically over, but the terms of peace had 
not been fully decided upon, and Sir Guy 
Carleton, an able and brave officer, had 
superseded Clinton as commander of the 
British forces. Savannah was not evacuated 
until the summer of 1782, nor Charleston 
till the following December. The Amer- 
ican army at Newburg was half- 
starved, nalf- naked. aud without pay. 
The greatest discontent prevailed among 
officers and men on account of the 
neglect of Congress to make up the arrears 
of pay. The Civil Government was de- 
nounced, not without reason, for its imbecili- 
ty and ingratitude. As one historian has 
said: “The troops would have followed 
Washington to Philadelphia at a nod and 
dispersed Congress if their demands were not 
acceded to.”’ 


that the celebrated Nicola letter to Washing- 
ton was written. Nicola was a foreign offi- 
cer who had done good service and was high- 
ly esteemed by Washington. He proposed 
to establish a monarchy and make Washing- 
ton a King. The best opinion of historians 
now is that this movement never had much 
strength, and could not have been success- 
ful even if Washington had agreed to it. But 
it was inconceivable that a man of his char- 
acter should entertain the proposition for a 
moment. Lie rebuked Nicola in decisive 
and indignant terms, and said that no occur- 
rence during the war had given him more 
painful sensations than the assurance that 
such ideas existed in the army. 

Another episode of Washington’s long stay 
in Newburg, which continued with some in- 
termissions from April, 1782, until Novem- 
ber, 1783, was the issuing of the so-called 
Newburg addresses. In December, 1782, the 
officers in the camp, who were suffering for 
the want of the common necessities of life, 
and, as Washington wrote, could entertain 
their guests only with whisky hot from the 
still, and a bit of beef without vegetables,“ 
drew up a memorial to Congress. They re- 
spectfully asked that a specific sum should 
be granted them for money actually due, and 
a commutation for the half-pay promised 
them after the close of the war. Congress 
temporized and dawdled over this demand 
during the winter, but did nothing, because 
it had not the power to compel the colonies 
to pay the assessments due from them to the 
common treasury. Inthe spring of 1783 a 
general meeting of oflicers was to 
consider the matter, pend which 
an address using the most incendiary 
and violent language with reference 
to Congress was circulaied through the 
camp. It was urged that an ultimatum 
should be sent to Congress, and that it it 
should not be accepted the army should throw 
off its allegiance to the Government at Phil- 


tion with genuine alarm. He knew that it 
was addressed to angry and desperate men, 
and feared that it might lead to serious re- 
sults. He therefore issued a counter-circular 
asking the officers to meet four days later 
than the original appointment, The delay 
gave time for calmer reflection, and when 
the meeting was held Washington succeeded 
by his personal influence in securing the 
adoption of wiser counsels. His speech to 
the officers at Newburg has been charac- 
terized as one of the most persuasive, digni- 
fied, and pathetic of all his public utterances.

These are some of the events celebrated in 
the Newburg centenary in 1883. There was 
no further event of importance connected 
with the Revolutionary contest save the 
evacuation of New York, which took place 
Noy. 25, 1783, This may be commemorated 
by the local authorities with aporopriate 
ceremonies. But then at least the last of the 
great deeds of the Revolutionary period will 
have had its centenary duly observed. It 
should not be imagined, however, that the 
American people have come to the end of 
their centennial possibilittes. The orgzaniza- 
tion of the present Government, the few vic- 
tories of the War of 1812, the battles of the 


later the chief events of the Rebellion, must 
be in turn solemnized. ‘The United States 
has a stock of stirring historical associa- 
tions which cannot be exhausted in another 
century. 
— 
THE POOL-ROOM FRAUDS. 

There are some crimes which may be tol- 
erated, if not actually encouraged, without 
detriment to society. Whenever the “biter 
is bit“ and the sharper defeated there is so 
much popular satisfaction at the result that 
nobody is disposed to criticise the means. The 
recent frauds practiced upon the pool-rooms 
of the American cities come under the cate- 
gory of commendable offenses against the 
law. Of course, the tapplag of the tele- 
graph-wires, which is said to be the method 
employed by the swindlers, may be used for 
much more nefarious purposes than that of 
misrepresenting the result of a horse-race or 
base-ball match, and for that reason it will 
be necessary to search out the perpetrators 
of the frauds and punish them. Butso long 
as there shall be no other victims than the 
pool-sellers there will be no publie mourning 
and no indignation meetings will be held to 
organize public sentiment against the frauds. 

For the information of the uninitiated it 
may be stated that the losses resulting from 
these false reports of races and other sport- 
ing events fall upon the men who keep the 
pool-rooms. An operator in the pool busi- 
ness buys a ticket on a particular horse, pay- 
ing a certain amount of money for it; if his 
horse wins the race he becomes entitled to 
the money paid by others for tickets repre- 
senting the losing horses in the race; if his 
horse loses the race he forfeits the money he 
has paid to the holder of the ticket which 
represents the winning horse. The pool 
seller undertakes for a good, round com- 
mission to keep the moneys paid in by the 
various betters and to pay over the same, 
less his commission, to the holder of the 
winning ticket, If he pays the money 
to the holder of a losing ticket upon 
the faith of a bogus dispatch he is 
still responsible to the holder of the 
. Winning ticket, and he thus pays out twice 
as much as he has taken in. The crowds 
which patronize the pool-rooms are so pro- 
miscuous that no system of personal identifi- 
cation would be practicable, and hence tick- 
ets are redeemed according to the numbers 
or marks they bear, which show whetner 
they represent a winning or a losing invest- 
ment. 

A peol-seller cannot set up that he has al- 
ready paid out thie money intrusted to him 
to some one who was not entitled to it. That 
is his lookout. If he should fail to redeem a 
winning ticket he would be compelled to go 
out of business, for all these gambling trans- 
actions rest upon the personal responsibility 
of the man who acts as go-between and stake- 
holder for the betters. Hence the losses re- 
sulting from false reports fall exclusively 
upon the pool-sellers; and, as they run up 
into thousands of dollars every time a 
successful fraud is perpetrated, it would not 
require many swindles to drive all the pool- 
shops out of existence. That would be a 
consummation devoutly to be wished. The 
closing of the pool-rooms would prevent 
many a defalcation, would rescue many a 
youth from shame, and would save many a 
family from the want and suffering which 
gambling inflicts upon them. The law, or 
rather the defective: administration thereof, 
seems to be incapable of correcting this evil; 
perhaps the infraction of the law may prove 
to be more efficient. 

The bucket-shops and policy-shops are in 
the same danger as the pool-rooms, for they 
also rely upon telegraphic reports, except 
when they receive no reports at all and are 


The expert telegraph swindlers will 
be consequently entitled to enlarged 
sympathy and approval whenever they 
shall extend their operations to the 
other gambling establishments. The faro- 
banks, roulet-tabies, and keno-rooms alone 
wili be safe from their manipulations, but 
the sooner public gambling facilities can be 
reduced to that class of temptations the bet- 
ter it will de for the community, for the 
newsboys, bootblacks, and the large num- 
ber of those who earn mere pittances will 
find it more difficult to gratify their gamblinz 
propensities than now, and a _ personni 
sense of degradation will save many young 
men from corruption and dishonor who do 
not regard the bucket-shops and pool-rooms 
in the saine light as the ordinary gambling- 
hell, though there is no substantial differ- 
ence between them. 

THE GERMAN AND THE AMERICAN HOG. 

The American porker has been vindicated 
at last. Out of their own mouths have the 
German authorities been convicted af slan- 
der. The German nation has a policy to 
carry out which required even discrimina- 
tion against hogs. It is protection. The 
junkers of the Fatherland want high rents 
for their land. The farmers demanded high 
prices for their pork in order to pay the high 
rents. The Government decided upon pro- 
tection as the most available means to satisfy 
the junkers at the expense of the mass of 
consumers. They were not content with 
imposing high duty taxes upon foreign 
products, but resorted to tricks of valuation 
and even to prohibition in order to pamper 
class interests. The American hog was one 
of the victims. He was excluded from Ger- 
man territory ostensibly on the ground that he 
was diseased—that he possessed trichine 
in his fat—but in reality in order to protect 
the German hog-grower from American com- 
petition. This has been suspected all along, 
but recent advices from Germany furnish 
the proof. 

Several hundred cases of trichiniasis are 
reported from various parts of Saxony—180 
at Ermsleben alone. Many deaths have oc- 
curred already, and many more are expected. 
The disease cannot be traced, even remotely, 
to the American hog, because it is more than 
a year since the importation of American 
pork was prohibited, and American hogs 
were never taken to Germany for eating or

The German authorities can 
only hold their own people and their imme- 
diate neighbors the other side of the Rhine 
and the Alps responsible for the present de- 
plorable disease which is raging in Saxony. 
This recent development not merely fur- 
nishes evidence that the German hog is 
far more dangerous to human health than 
the American porcine, but also confirms to a 
large extent the theory that it is not the hog 
so much as the consumers who are to blame 
for the disease which sometimes results from 
the contact between pork and the human 
stomach. In the great majority if not in the 
entire range of trichinw discovered in the 
human system in this country—and the cases 
hay been exceedingly rare—the victims were 
Germans. This fact, taken in connection 
with-the prevailing disease in Saxony and 
the scientific demonstration that the germs in 
the pork can be thoroughly destroyed by 
heat, wirrants the conciusion that it is 
the common German habit of eating 
pork in a semi-raw condition which 
produces trichiniasis. The Germans have a 
variety of sausages in wnich pork is used 
more or less according to the kind, and they 
are in the habit of eating them largely with- 
out thorough cooking. In the same way raw 
ham is a favorit German dish. In all these 
cases the pork is subjected merely to a dry- 
ing and smokthg process, and is never cooked 
through and through as when it is baked, 
boiled, fried, or broiled. The Americans 
always cook their ham, bacon, sausage, and 
other varieties of pork. There is good cause 
for accepting this as the real explanation why 
the trichiniasis has selected the Germans as 
its victims tn this country in preference to 
the Americans, and it may be that the national 


Habit we have mentioned is more responsible 


than the German hog for the recent outbreak 


of the disease in Germany. 


At all events, it is now certain that there is 
no special danger to be apprehended from 
the American hog which justified the Ger- 
man Government ip closing its doors to him, 
On the contrary, the American hog is threat- 
ened with contamination by the hogs im- 
ported from Europe for breeding purposes, 
unless trichine be the natural parasites of 
all hogs everywhere. The insincerity of the 
German authorities in this matter has been 
completely exposed, It matters little now 
whether or not they confess that the edict of 
prohibition was issued against the American 
hog for protective instead of sanitary pur- 
poses. There will no longer be any doubt 
about it. Any reasonable retaliation which 
the American Government may see fit to un- 
dertake will now receive the approval of the 


American people and of other nations. 


— A GRAB FOILED. | 

The net summary of the news from Wash- 
ington about the attempt of the Southern 
Patific people to get possession of the Texas 
Pacific lands is that they are defeated. There 
has been some very disturbing talk about 
the prospect that the Secretary. of the In- 
terior would be prevailed upon to refer the 
decision of this question to the Attorney- 
General. As this official is the same gentle- 
man who went to Harrisburg to argue a 
case for one of the most powerful corpora- 
tions in the counjry at the same time that he 
asked to have the star-route cases in Wash- 
ington postponed on account of his inability 
to attend to them, it was not felt that the 
anti-corporation side of the land-grant case 
would have mach of a chance. But there 
was no ground for the talk about referring 
the matter to him except that the lobbyists 
of the Southern Pacific made strenuous 
efforts to have it so disposed of, and we are 
informed that nothing of the kind will be 
done by Secretary Teller. 

Thedecision of the Secretary not to accede 
to the demands of the Southern Pacific that 
the grant should be certified to them, or that 
steps should be taken that would give them 
a colorable title, such as tlle appointment of 
Commissioners to examine the sections of the 
road in the Territories, leaves the matter to 
the tender mercies of Congress. There are 
strong indications underneath the surface 
that the Democrats will make a bilundering 
attempt to manufacture a popular record on 
this question. Itis more than probable that 
the first thing done by them after they have 
elected their high-tariff or low-tariff 
Speaker will be to introduce a resolution 
and pass it declaring all the forfeitable lana- 
grants forfeited. This would dispose of not 
only the much-fought-over Texas Pacific 
grant, but the Agantic & Pacific and the 
Northern Pacific as well. The title of the 
latter is in a different position verbally and 
morally from the others. They, according to 
the language of the grants, are, if not 
finished in time, forfeitadle by Congress. 
But in the case of the Northern Pacific the 
provision of the charter is, that if it is not 
finished by the time specified Congress may 
take such action as it deems necessary to in- 
sure its completion. The moral element in 
the case of the Northern Pacific is, that every- 
thing possible considering the severe finan- 
ciai depression through which the country 
passed between 1875 and 1878 was done by its 
promoters to complete the road in good 
taith. 

There is opportunity here for discriminate 
work in legislating on the land-grants. It is 
the opinion of good lawyers and fair-minded 
publicists like Representative Payson, of 
this Stat@ that the land-grant of the North- 
ern Pacific may, notwithstanding the lan- 
guage of its charter, still be legally declared 
forfeited. This view was argued out at 
length in the report on the land-grants which 
was made by Mr. Payson from the Judiciary 
Committee of the House of Representatives 
in the last Congress. But we do not under- 
stand Mr. Payson to hold, as we certainly 
are not prepared to do, that no allowance 
should be made for the circumstances under 
which the failure to build occurred, nor for 
the efforts subsequently made to repair the 
consequences of this failure. No such ques- 
tion arises in the case of the Texas Pacific, 
for that corporation, in defiance of its duties 
under the grant, and in disregard of public 
policy, bound itself by a contract with the 
Southern Pacific not to build its road. 

So much is said nowadays of a discour- 
aging tenor about private and public failures 
in the discharge of trusts and of the helples- 
ness of the public in securing their rights 
that it is only fair to ourselves to dwella 
moment with self-gratulation on this defeat 
of the Texas-Pacific grab. It is a sign that 
there are still public officials who remember 
that their first obligation is to the people for 
whom they afe acting. lt shows that the 
strongest pressure of corporations of un- 
limited wealth and unbridled willingness to 
corrupt may run against official integrity as 
against a dead wall. It shows that it itis 
true that all men have their price it is also 
true that for some the price is the approval 
of the people and their own consciences. 

There are many men who are entitled to part 
of the credit of defeating this great steal of 
fifteen millions of acres of the public lands. At 
the risk of making invidious distinctions in 
a work where all ought to have a share of 
the praise, it is safe to say that nothing that 
Secretary Teller has done in his official 
career will bring him more of the warm re- 
gard and confidence of the people than his

A SORGHUM FARM. 


Visit of the Chinese Embassador and 
Others to the Bio Grande Company 
Pields and Works. 
Rio GRANDE, N. J., Oct. 10.— [New York 

Tribune. -The story ot the rise and progress 

of the sorghum sugar business here has 

been so often told that there is no need to re- 
peat it in detail. Ali the worid remembers 
how Gen. Le Duc was set down fora “corn- 
stalk-sugar lunatic” for entertaining hope- 
ful views of the proposed industry. So pro- 
foundly was his siiccessor affected by the 
prevailing skepticism that he was ied 
to assert that * sorghum has 
killed one Commissioner, and I am de- 
termined that it shall not injure me“; and 

Dr, Collier, the Department Chemist, whose 

investigations had demonstrated theoretical- 

ly that sorghum had an economical! vaine as 

a sugar-produemg crop, was removed and 

disgraced, so far as such a removal could 

disgrace him. It remained to prove that the 
facts established by Dr. Collier in his 
laboratory could be turned to prac- 
tical account on a large scale, and that 
is what the Rio Grande Company has accom- 
plished under the stimulus of a State bounty. 
The company owns 3,200 acres of land, with 
apparatus which, while working well within 
its capacity, is boiling 25,000 gallons of ex- 
pressed juice gaily. In very round numbers 
the 1,000 acres of land under cultivation this 
year will yield 10,000 tous of cane and 

1,000,000 pounds of sugar, to say nothing ot 

the molasses. 

The fundamental fact established by Dr. 

Collier was, in brief, that the maximum of 

sugar can only be produced when the crop 

is dead-ripe. There is no need, therefore, of 
sacrificing its value as grain for its value as 
sugar. In reality the grower only gets his 
sugar when he gets his grain, and therefore 
toacrop of grain worth about as much as 


the same acreage of Indian corn is 
added a crop. of stalks worth 
about as much same acreage 


of Cuba sugar-cane. In some respects it is 
superior to the best ribbon cane, so that it is 
not improbable that this cane will be crowd- 
edout of the Gulf States by sorghum. The 
prediction that the United States will be ex- 
porting sugar within ten eae ght Dr. 
Collier now makes, sounds like the utter- 
ances of an enthusiast. But the same was 
said of his predictions made three years ago, 
and what — hn wag seen here today verifies 
every one of them.

‘BUNKO” IN PARIS. 


How dne of Tweed“ Henchmen Works 
the Game—Billy Cook’s Career in Paris 
and How He Buined Young Tweed—A 
Gambling Club for Americans. 
Panis, Oct. 1.—(|New York Times,j|—The 
“bdunko ” man has made his appearance in 
the French Capital. To a partial extent only 
has this game been a success as yet. The 
probabilities are that it will never be so suc- 
cessful a method of swindling as it has been 
in New York. The Paris police haven’t that 
feeling of friendliness toward these disciples 
of Hungry Joe” that, superficially at least, 
seems to exist between them and the police of 
New York City. Encouraged, I presume, by 
the success they have met with in “ working” 
visitors to your side of the Atlantic from 
various European countries, notably in the 
case of the now short-haired and wholly un- 
picturesque esthetic Oscar Wilde, two expert 
punko-men came here fresh from New York 
successes. Their game was directly, En- 
glishmen; indirectly, Frenchmen and the 
credulous of any nationality. Two young 
Englishmen with asupertiuons amount of 
money and a very limited amount of brains 
beeame easy victims to the wiles of these 
sharpers. th of them did what was to be 
expected of them. They complained to the 
lice, or squealed ’’ as you very express- 
vely term such a performance.

The New Haven Ministers Love for 
Fast Horses—Convinecing His Congre- 
gation of the Bichteousness of a 
Speedy Horse, He Wins a Mace with 
Borax. 
New HAVEN, Conn., Oct. 16.—The Rev. M. H. 

Houghton, the minister who recently denounced 

from bis pulpit William Lewis as the murderer 

ot Rose Clark Ambler, today appeared in an 
even more distinctively characteristic role than 
that of reverend detective. Ever sinee Mr. 

Houghton came to New Haven he bas been 

noted for pis fondness for fast horses. He nevy- 

er drove a horse that could not make a mile in 
less than taree minutes, and when bis purse be- 
came sufficiently plethorie to allow of his pur- 

chase of a horse for himself he bought a 

bandsome and spirited black, whose grace 

and speed rendered his owner the 
envy of all, the dealers in the city. Mr. 

Houghton speeded bis horse aimost daily on the 

wide avenues of the city. One day about a year 

ago his horse enterea into a brush with a passing 
stepper with so muocb zest that Mr. Houghton 


and threw the divine into the street. The aniwai 
was caught many blockt Yay. The story of the 
rupaway got into the ers, and some of the 
more straight-lacedof bis congregation remou- 
strated with Mr. Hougbton on the scaudal likely 
to arise from his driving of fast horses. Mr. 
Houghton paid no heed to the protest, but.some 
Sundays later delivered one of his inimitabie 
sermons oo the righteousness of driving a good 
horse, if any. He heid that speed was given to 
horses as sugar to pears—for man’s use. He 
sustained bis position by Scriptural quotadon, 
describing in such giowing terms the pleasure of 
— the lines over a fast trotter that his con- 
gregation was charmed and no more complaints 
were heard on that score. Ne continned to drive, 
and to drive fast—so fast that it was understood 
he had the fastest trotter in this city. 
About three months ago Arthur Baldwin, a 
local horse-deaier, bought in New York a Ken- 
tucky thoroughbred sorrel trotter named Borax, 
for which $5,000 had once been offered ana 
which bad made a private record of 2:27%. This 
horee had not been speeded on the avenue the 
second time before the Rev. Mr. Houghton per- 
ceived that bis horse was not 80 fast as Borax. 
He determined to own Borax. Mr. Houghton is 
rich, or rather bis wife is, aud Mr. Houghton 
was soon in possession of the cuveted sorrel. 
was no horse in the city that vould com- 

pare witb his iu Speed. There was no glory to 
be gained bere. e was anxious to try Borax’s 
mettie in a race, so when the towes under the 
National Trotting — oy to adver- 
tise. their fali trott meeti Mr. Houghton 
pretended to hand his horse over to a receatly- 
dentist named J. F. Brothers, who 
as opened an office on Chappel street. The 
understanding was that Brothers was to enter 
Borax in some of the country races under an 
assumed name. The first essay of this kind was 
at the Danbury races at the beginning of this 
month. The minister's horse was called Allen, 
and was entered by J. F. Brothers. Secretary 
Vail, of the National Association, in some way 
discovered that Allen was not the proper 


$50 for entering the horse under a false name 
and he must pay the fine or his horse could not 
enter. Mr. Brothers did not bave the money, 
consequently Mr. Houghton's horse gained no 
luureis at Danbury. Today was the tirst day of 
the fall races of the New Haven Trotting Asso- 
ciation. It attracted a large crowd to Hamilton: 
Park, many of whom were oid horsemen, and 
they were perplexed as to the speed and owner- 
ship of Borax, entered oh the posters by F. J. 
Brothers for the 2:45 race. When the eleven. 
horses in this race appeared before the judges’ 
stand the driver of Borax wus told that he could 
not race unless he paid the $50 due for the Dan- 
bury fine and another 850 for changing the 
horse’s name to Borax. It was in vain that Mr. 
Bvothers protested that Borax was the real 
name of the horse. The judges were inexor- 
able, and Brothers was called one side by the 
Rey. Mr. Houghton, and paid the $100. Brothers 
the money over to the judges. Borax 

won the race in three ‘straight beats, in _2:36%, 
2:38, and 2:35%. Mr. Houghton gained by the 
race $100, for the premium to the first was only
